The hearing of the case at Singapore against 
Joseph Gouin, « Frenchman, indicted on a 
charge ‘of the murder of a ricksha coolie at Tan- 
jong Pagar by cutting his throat with a razor, 
was fixed for Monday, the 8th inst. Mr. Lowell, 
barrister-at-law, was assigned to defend the 
prisoner, aud a special jury was to be em- 
panelled. On the lith inst. at the Singapore 
Assizes, the accused was sentenced to death. 
Gouin, it may be remembered, arrived in Sin- 
gapore by the German mail steamer Tanglin, . 
having been picked up off the coast of New 
Guinea, with three other French convicts 
who had escaped from Ncumea, the capital of - 
New Caledonia, in a stolen boat. The German 
steam r kindly (?) landed them at Singapore. 
Ear'y on the morning of the 6th July Gouin 
murdered a ricksha-coolie with a razor at ‘lan- 
jong Pagar.. The coolie was able to leave his 
ricksha and run to the station, where he died. 
The police followed the blood-stains and found 
Gouin walking along Keppel Road. He was 
saturated with blood and smelt of drink. Gouin 
was a well-built man, between 40 and 50 years 
old. Brought up at the Pclica Court, he re- 
served his defence until the Ass zs. 


The Kobe Chronicle learns that the protocol 
for the arbitration in the case of the dispute 
over the interpretation of certain clauses in 
Article X VIII. of the Anglo-Japanese T'reaty 
and the corresponding articles in the French 
and German Treaties was signed on the 28th 
ult. between Baron Komura Minister of Foreign 
Affai 8, acting for the Japanese Government, 
and the Miui-ters of Great Britain, Germany, 
and France, acting for their respective Govern- 
ments.

THE NEW COMMERCIAL 
TREATY.

(Daily Prees, 8th September.) 

On the night of the 5th instunt the new 
British Commercial treaty with China was 
actually signed, and another series of the 
vexatious delays incident to negotiatiens 
between China und foreign. Powers came to 
anend. There still remain the ratification 
of the compact and its acceptance by the 
other Treaty Powers, which, however, seems 
assured. The United States indead have 
alrendy expressed their approval. 
Sir James Mackay is concerned he has 
completed his task, and we add our con- 
gratulations to those which he is 
receiving. He and his colleagues may well 
feel glad that they have got through a most 
arduous piece of work with so muth credit. 
Neveithetess, we cannot say that the cherus 
of praise over the terms which vreeted 
their announcement at home has been 


- echoed very heartily by the British mer- 


chauts out in China. The North-China 
Daily News, writing just b fore the signature 
of the tieaty, alludes again to the two blots

“features.” With this criticism we may 
readily. agree, and it is only in the con- 
cluding sentence of cur contemporary’s 
article that we can see anything from which 
to dissent. ‘Best. of all,”. says the 
Shanghai journal, “‘ we are encouraged to 
believe that lekin will really be abolished.” 
Weshould be glad to share in this optimism, 
Lut we do not see sufficient reason for so 
doing. When the question of the abolition 
of lekin ‘vas first mooted in connection with 
the treaty which has just been signed, 
the majority of home merchants in- 
terested in the China trade accepted the 
idea readily, but those with the best krow- 
ledge of Chiua were not sanguine.

CANTON’S TRADE LN 1901. 


. > 
_ (Daily Press, 9th September.) 

The consular report on the trade of Canton | 
in 1901 is written by Mr. Acting Consul- | 
General James Scort, aud his report is of | 
au satisfactory natwe. 1901 was an im- | 
portant vear in the history. of Canton, for | 
in it took place the transfer of the Native 
Customs Department to the Imperial 
Maritime Custoins Service, a chauge which, 
though in accordance with the terms of the 
Final Protocol of September, 1901, was only 
effected with’ great difficulty. As Mr. 
Scort explains, the Hoppo, who bac control | 
of the Native Customs, is an officer from 
ine Imperial Manchu Clan belonging to the 
Palace, and the post is one much coveted 
by the Court entourage. 


In past years, one 


retire with his family to luxurious case ; 

Times | 
provincial revenue on the sea-borne trattie | 
passes through the department under the 


Inspector-General, and is thus fally andj 
carefully accoutited for, much to the chagrin 


Hoppos have belonged. The Heppo, how- 
ever, did not surrender the Canton office 
and its six out-stations without delay. At 
Swatow, Samshni, Hoihow, and Pakhoi, the 
transfer was carly and quietly arranged ; 
but Canton was cnly given up after a bitter 
strigele and grudgingly. Now, Mr. Scorr 
testifies, the native traders are Icud in the 
praise of the new arrangement, and fully 
realisa the benefit of honest management 
and fixed rules, framed in the interests of 
all alike. The result of the change is 
practically shown in the figures of Canton 
trade. The port’s gross trade in 1901 
coming under the direct cognisance of the 
Imperial Maritime Customs was no_ less 
than 60,845,410 Haikwan Taels, the highest 
record in the history of Canton. For the 
greater part of the vear, moreover, the two 
rival departments, the Maritime and the 
Native Customs, were collecting dues and 
duties. So well had the Hopjo organised 
his service that Clinese dealers, and even 
many foreign merchants, readily availed 


' themselves of the facilities placed at their 
' disposal to ship goods, export and import, 


through the native office. A regular fleet 
of junks traded between Canton, Hongkong 
and Maeao, and for years leld their own 
against the daily river steamers with all! 
their advantages of quick despatch. As ; 
regards this native-horne trade there are no 
statistics issued. But fairly trustworthy 
calculations, Mr. Scorr writes, put the 
lowest estimate at fully Hk. Tla. 25,000,000 ; 
annually. In addition there are the Kow- | 
loon and Lappa Stations, where the figures 
are Hk. Tls. 60,654,660. This works out to 
a grand total for the Canton Del‘a of Hk. | 
Tis. 146,500,000.

Neverthel-ss it 
must. be obvious that the limit of success has 
not been reached vet, for Mr. Scort, we are 
sure, will not contend that the regulations 
mentioned have been interpreted hitherto 
in a liberal manner. ‘he Chinese alone 
have profited so far. When European 
traders are allowed to take full advantage 
of the concession for the obtaining of which 
Sir CLaune MacDonatp received so much 
praise, then they may congratulate them-. 
selves heartily. For the present the 
foreigner is far from receiving the privileges 
which are guaranteed to him by treaty, and 
it is one of the points of the compact which 
was signed by the British and Chinese 
commissioners on the night of the 5th 
instant that the Inland Waters Regulations 
are at last to he made more than rules on 
paper, iznored by the Chinese authorities 
when jossible and always made of as little 
effect as could conveniently be managed. 
Mr. Scotr's remarks show whut a future is 
promicred under more enlightened admini- 
stration. It ig very cvidert that, unless 
something very surpr sing Lappens to affect 
trade, Canton’s comn ercial bistory, long as 
it already is, is destined to be a record of 
continual progress. In Horgkong it is un- 
necessary to say how important a matter

restricted to the coast-ports and that on no 
account shall European women, still less 
children, be allowed to go into the interior 
of China. As the writer in our Tientsin cen- 
temporary says, men of a certain type cannut 
be prevented even by legal pruhibition, 
unless accompanied by persecution curried 
to extermination, from following what they 
think the divine call. But the: sume 
remark doves not apply in tke case of the 
women and children who have lost. their 
lives in China, As certain missionary 
bodies have shown tlut they are deaf to the 
teachings of experience it is necessary for a 
higher authority to take it out of their 
power to do evil in the name of good. ~~:

THE CHENCHOU MURDER. 


A correspondent sends to the N.-C. Daily 
News the following details of the murder 
of Mesers. Braco und Lowis at Chenehou. 
He dates his letter Changté, Hunan, 18th 
August :— : 

‘he {eecher and ccok have arrived from the 
above cify and from them we have the following 
additionsl information concerning the murder 
of Mersrs. Bruce and Lowis on the 15th of 
August. For weeks the cholera hos been 
depopulating the cities along the Yuan River. 
In Changté they died daily by the scot, and 
from reliable reports the same can be said o 
the cilies west of here. Chénchou is built on o 
hil'side and in the centre of the city isa 
famcus spring from which the people obtain 
much of their water. This was reported to bave 
been poi:oned by the foreigners . and hence 
the high death-rate. For a few days before the. 
trouble, talk of evil intentions could_be freely . 
heard on the street, but the foreigners did not, 
consider it of sufficient importance to speak to 
the officials about it. ; 

On Friday afternoon, about 3 o'clock, Mr. 
Lowis was studying with his teacher and Mr, 
Bruce was in bigs room across the hall, when, 
“in an instant,” the house and atreet became 
crowded with peeple. Mr, Bruce at once sent to 
the Chibfu for protection, but it was too late. , 
They drew him by his hair out ofthe rcom and 
into the yard where, with clubs, stones, knives, 
swords, and torture, they soon killed him. 

Mr. Lowis and his teacher went out at the. 
back door into the yard and started to climb up _ 
on an o'd shed, when a stroke from a sp ar 
brought ibe former to the ground. With the 
same instruments as used above his body was 
soon beyond recognition. Eyes were knocked 
‘cut and the bodies otherwise mutilated beyond 
recording here. After this the mob destroyed _ 
all foreign books and other articks they could 
not ue. The trunks and boxes were broken 
open, but not any of the poison could be found. - 
When the crowd bad almost disappeared, the 
Chihfn arrived and had the bodies moved into 
their respective rcoms. 

A few facts are.worthy of notice. : 

(a).—On the same street and a few doors away 
were stationed soldiers for their protection. 

(b).—To the tear and adjoining the mission 
compounds was 4 military camp. ; 

(c).—The Fu and Hsien yamens wore 
a reasonable distance to grant relief. 

(@) —The Chibsien was the same man who- 
was in Changté in 1900 and refused to turn his . 
hand to help us. It remains to be been, whetho . 
such a man shall be allowed to direct the 
affairs of a district in which foreigners reside. 
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The deputy postal clerk from Yochou was in 
the city and had just established an office and 
intended to open other offices in the pric cipal 
cities between there and Kweiyang, K weichow, 
After the mob left the ch pel, they demolished 
the office, and beat the clerk and postmaster so 
that the former will likely die aga result of his 
injuries The pcestmaster is the son of au in- 
fellingent and fri: ndly military cficial of 
Changté. 

Tho N-C. Daily News also publishes the 
following letter, dated 19(h August, which 
was received by the Rev. J. W. Stevenson, 
Deputy Director of the China Inland Mission, 
from’ Mr. H. B. Stewait, then en roufe to 
Ché-chou :— 

I am nearirg Taotsen, and as part of my 
guard will be changed there, I propose to write 
such particulars of the death ef our friends as 
I have been able to obtain since Sunday Mr. 
Bruce's cook, the bearer of the letter of which 
I sent you a copy, reached us at 3 p.m. on 
Sunday, having come down ina day and a half, 
After questioving him closely I concluded that 
there could be no doubt of our friends being 
dead. I informed Captain Davidson of the 
Snipe of the matter, and as Chihfu was on the 
German boat, we imme: iately went. acrcss and 
report d the matter to him. “He himself made 
a copy of Chang's letter, protested his utter 
torrow, said it was an offence against God—but, 
it came under the jurisdiction of Chénchon, 
To this I readily assented ; but suggested that 
as I intended to g. to Chénchon it was his duly 
to see that I wes sufficiently pratected, and pro- 
perly received at my destination. He replied thst 
they would do whatever I wished, and requested 
me to go to the Hsien, who would make all ar- 
rangements. I did this, andthe Hsien promised to 
do everything. About 9 p.m. he sept word that 
they had secured a beat, but the price of it was 
22,00 cash. Ireplied to this that ag the ex- 
penres would have to be.borne by the Chenchou 
officials I wou'd leave it to the mandarin to do 
as he pleased. Later, as the boat provided. 
was unsuitable, I requested that it might be 
changed, and this was immed ately done. A 
gunboat will escort me right through, and relays 
of the soldiers who, L understand, ure to atfend 
to my personal wants, I thought it best 
to make it clear that I was to ba sent 
officially, fearing tkat otherwise I should not 
have access to the officiuls at Chenchou. 
On Monday morning, while [ was Wailing on 
the British gunbout for my boat ta be changed, 
Mr. Tsai, Mr. Bruce's teacher, arrived, and 
from him I was able to gather some details. 
Here let me say that iu addit‘on to the 
evangelist’s letter, I now have accounts from 
fuur men. These men all came down at 
diff-rent times, and each one tells the same 
story. There is a slight variation as to {he 
manner of | owis's death which I shall refer (o 
again. Mr. Tsai, the teacher, says that 
rumours to the effect that the for igners had 
poisoned the Wells had been rife for soma time, 
the story being that he, Tsai, had been heavily 
brib d by the foreigneis to carry out their evil 
designs. Our friends were frequently urged to 
go to the yamen, but. just as often refused to do 
80, saying, “‘ Our trust is in God; there is no 
need {o run away.” They also frequently had 
prayer with the Christians. At 3 pm. on 


' Friday, 15th Augu-t, Bruce evidently realised 


that trouble wag brewing, for he sent to the 
yamen for help. J have jist questioned the 
cook as so what it was that. caused Mr. Bruce 
to send for help at that particular (ime, the 
crowd not yet haviog assembled. He says that 
word had come that the shops on the streets were 
putting up their shuttirs, and that men were 
assembling to kill the foreigners. ‘Llie man 
left for the )amén immediately, but he had not 
been gone teu minutes befure the peo, le arrived, 
Before he got back «ll was over. Mr. Tsai 
says that when the crond came Mr. Bruce went 
to the door ts speak to them, and was attacked 
at once. Mr, 'I'sui went to his help, but was 
seized und his clothes torn. I asked him if 
Bruce called out, or said anything at ull. He 
says he called out something, but doesn't know 
what it was. Bruce must have fallen very 
quickly. He was beat: n with sticks and struck 
with swords until he was coveréd with wounds ;

All the men who have come down fieatly 
blame tho officials, expecially the military 
men, who, they say, simply shut their eyes 
to what was going cn. here is a military 
yamen just belind the hall; twenty or tlirty 
men could have saved the ylace, Lut the « fiicer 
refused to send them. Another cfiver said he 
conldu't send meu without orders from tho Fu. 

The Hsien had plenty of work to save the

to save the life of the yost. clerk, a Eurasian. 

If my informants are to be believed, he is about 

the only one of the officials who acted with 

any promp ness. 

dn addition to Mr Chang, two other church 
members were injured. The evangelist, 
feacheis, and come church members seem to 
Lave stood loyally by our friends. On the day 
cf the riot, just alter lreakfast, the evangelist 
tor the last time exhortcd them to eseape. Mr, 
Biuce replied: “We are not at all afraid, but 
if you have any fears go and stay in the Hsien 
yamen.” And the old man, knowing all the 
danger, stood by right to the end. 

I asked Mr. T'sai if he won!d go back with me, 
but he had been hedly ecared and wes unwilling 
todo so. He asked me to delay three or four 
days until things became quiet again. But with 
Mr Chang waiting for some one to bury the 
decd, and net knowing when Quirmbach would 
be back, I determined to g0 ou. No doubt by 
the time I arrive the reaction will have 
set in, and things will b- quiet. If no 
place suitable for permanent burial can be found 
within two or three days I will have the bodies 
interred {¢mporarily. 

In the meantime I will gather :s much in- 
{urmation as possible. I already have the name 
cf the man in whese opium shop the plans were 
arranged, .

Stewart Lockhart, our late Colonial Secretary, 
The men, about 700 strong, presented a very 
fine appearance, and many regrets at their 
approaching disappearance were heard. After 
tue usual salute, Mr. Stewart Lockhart ad- 


; dres-ed the Regiment as follows :— 


“Major Bruce, Officers, Nou-commissioned 
officers, and men of the First Chinese Re- 
giment, if I may be allowed, I desire to con. 
gratul.te you on your very smart appearance 
on this auspicious day, and to thank you, on 
behalf of the reside ts «f Weibaiwei, for 
having aff rded us this opportunity of seeing 
you on parade. I regret—inded we all regret 
— that this may be tbe last occasion on which we 
shall have such an opportunity. It is not 
for me to criticise the policy of disbanding a 
regiment. which has never failed, when catled 
upon, to do its duty, and to do it in a manner of 
which any regiment might be p oud. When 
the frontier troub'es arcse at Weihaiwei, the 
Regiment was called upon, while slill in its 
infancy. to quell them—a mest invidious task, 
When it is remembered that the men were 
watives of the very districts of which the 
inlabitants had presumed to offer armed 
resistance. But, notwithstanding all difficulties, 
the Regiment behaved in a manuer which 
commanded general approbation, Again, when 
the troubles arose in the-Noith, the services of 
the Reg ment were once more requisitioned, 
and whatever prejudiced critics may say, the 
fact remuins, that in the opinion of those free 
from bias, the Regiment not only proved itself 
worthy of those who had devoted their time 
and energy to ils training, but showed it-elf 
capable of holding its own with troops long 
accustomed to the profession of arms. There 
are no‘ many regiments so youbg iu years that 
can show a record so satisfactory. I would 
recommerd those who wish to kuow in detail 
the history of the Regiment to read the 
interesting book wrilten by one of the officers 
of the Regiment, Captain Ba:nes, which is 
enjoying a fate not always accorded to books, 
of having reached a sccond edition. But not 
only is a military record of the Regin:ent a 
good one; its civil record, of which I am more 
competent to speak, is also remarkable. Ever 
sicce my arrival here as Commissioner I have 
been struck by the excellent behaviour of tho 
men. I venture to suy thal no‘other garrison 
in the world could show a _better record 
than that of the Chinese Regiment. There 
has been practically no crime of any sort, 
though the garrison has tumbered 1,300 men. 
One of the first things I was told when I came 
here, was that the men of the Chinese Regi- 
ment would give a great deal of trouble. That 
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‘ remarkable for its good hehaviour. 
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yrophecy still remains unfulfilled. 
record es this is a very gcod indication of the 
excellence of the non-commissioned cflicers of | 
the Regiment, ard of the high standaid of 
discipline that must prevail. I am glad to 
have this opportunity of t eifying to the good 
work done by the British N.-: O's, aud also 
by the Chirese N.-C.-O's, who are entitled 
to a share of.the credit for such salisfectory 
results.

. battalions, these soldiers attempted to desert, 


‘ under the pretext of going home or seeking 


other employment. About two hundred of them 
got away. His Excellency the Viceroy could 
not help it, but had to order Liu Yung-fn to 
take back the two battalions that he had given 
to Sam Chiin-yea, and another that he had 
given to Oh Yum-kwai. ‘Ihe three hundred 


. soldiers that were left under the command of 


the acting prefect Kung Sum Cham were also 
restoied to Liu Yung-fa. 
A GREAT PEABL. 
In An Kung Street, Canton, there are a 
number of shops in which mother-of-pearl is cut 
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and turned into ornaments, and in one of these, 
named Kwong Kat Cheong, when a shell was 
‘ent open, a large pearl of the weight of one 
mace two candareens and a half was found in it.

AN ENLIGHTENED AND I"ROGRESSIVE

ing care was investigated in the Yamen of 

ithe Kwong Chau Prefect. The circumstances 

of the case are as follows: About two yeirs ago

aoe citizen, brought an action in the 


merchant in Kong Mun named Leurg ( heuk 
Nam for the recovery of 8$15,00', being the 
amount due upona promissory pote. Necessary 
steps were taken in the mut er and representation 
was ma’e to the high authorities, whereupon 
| Leung Cheuk Nam was arrested and detained 
in pris n. He strenuously cevied and disputed 
the claim made against him. so further enquiry 
{was instituted und it was afterwards found 
that bis son-in-law, Tam ‘Tsun Hirg, was 
jimplicated and Jad semething {o do with 
the promissory ote in questicn, He was 
also arrested and delained in prison pending 
the hearing of the action. It came o1 for 
{rial some daysago in the Yam-n of the Kwong 
;Chau Prefect. The court was compescd of 
; Mr. Li Chi, an English-speaking gentleman, 
j whois Wei-ynen tu the Hoppo of Canton and 
and who was special y aypointed by the high 
authori ies to investigats into the alleged 
claim, the U.S. Consul, and some other Chinese 
officials inferestcd in the matter. 

It is peculiar that ths proceedings were 
conducted in quite a modern and civilised style. 
All witnesses before giving their evidence were 
kept away from the Court, so nothing could be 
heard while a witness was giving his evidence. 
And moreover there was a total absence of the 
usual disgusting torture throughout the whole 
proceedings, . 

Wong ‘l'san and his witnes es Tam Tsun Hing 
(son-in-law of the alleged debtor Leung Cheuk 
Nam) and Leung Kan Po were cxamined 
one after another by the Wei-yuen Li. Chi. 
Their respective evidence was taken d wo in 
writing ani signed by them. It u'‘timately 
j{urned out fo their surprise that their evidence 
did not corrobcrate each other's and it was 
found that Tam Tsun Hing was the prime 
mover in the matter, aud that he conspired 
together with Wong Tsan in the forging of the 
promissory ncte in question and bringing this 
bogus claim against bis father-in-law, Leung 
Cheuk Nam. The Wei-yuen Li Chi thereupon 
ordered Woug ‘I’san to be imprisoned for bring- 
ing a false claim aud his witnesses to be 
detained in prison ustil further orders, 

The U.S. Consul was in Court throughont 
the trial and apparently he was satisfied with 
the decisicn, as he raised no objection ;.tbe 
pioceedings were properly and fairly con- 
ducted. Mr. Li Chi has done a great credit 
to brimself and {to his Gorernment in the 
way he conducted the case, no cruelty or 
toiture having been applied for the purpose cf 
extorting confession or otherwise. iis brother 
mandarins should therefore follow the good and 
humane example set by him. They will fiod 
it much easier to discover the trath otherwise 
than by resorting to torture or other cruel 
punishment.

THE CANTON-HANKOW RAILWAY, 

Mr. Willis E. Gray. the representative of the 
Canton~Hankow bailway Company, accom- 
panied by his translater Mr. Leung Shun-chi, 
has commenced to make a tour of inspéction of 
allthe places through which the railway is to 
pass. He arrivéd at Fatshan on the 2nd inst., 
where he was warmly received by the local 
officers and the geniy, who afterwards held a 
meeting inthe Tai Foi-Tong (the chamber of the 
gentry). Mr. Gray was escorted all the way 
throngh by a band of soldiers, It is said that 
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the railway junction in Fatehan is at Ying 
Tsui-Sa. The site in Wongsa, Canton, from 
which the rsilway is to commence has been 
purchased from the owner for a sum of six 
thousand and four handred dollars,

NORTHERN NOTES.

The Hai Kwan Tao has ordered a motor car 
for his use in perambulating the city. His 
1 Excellency clearly means {o be quite up to date. 

The Geiman destroyer S. 90 is expected up 
a’. the Vundearly in September. ‘The vessel 
wi‘h the ex-Chiness destroyer Taku flow at 
Tsingtao represents all the vessels of this {ype 
the German scm‘ral his at his dispcsal in 
Chinese wa‘ers. : 

There are persistent rumours which have 
some ba is in fact or rather in correspondence, 
that the vermanent occupation of Cbibli by the 
foreign field forces will cease next Spring. It 
is largely, we fear, a question of the Allies’ 
distrust of each other that has kept this matter 
in abeyace till now. : 

An intelligent nstive correspondent this 
week wrote us as follow:—" After the 
Viceroy take over Tientsin he tries to keep 
out tha dam squeeze. A week ago he 
finds two police-(an old and a new) privately 
fining the people who hang not the lantern at 
the door $2: they have their heads cut off.” 
This is surely graphic and clear enongh for even 
the by percritical. 

‘lhe river has fallen still more during the last 
week, aud is now 24 feet lower at the Harbour 
Master's office than a fortnight ago. The 
Channel is, however, not deteriorating at the 
same-rate, if at all; and steamers drawing 10 
feet are findiag little or no tronble. ‘hey are 
accompanied up and dowa by a tug as far as 
Peitangkou, though often the services of the 
latter are not required. The chief difficulty is 
* swingiog ’ on the downward trip. 

Tt is now understood that the Third Battalion 
of Goorkhas will not come to Uhina. Their 
despatch from India was contingent on the ren- 
dition of the railway line, and as. practically a 

date has been fixed for the latter, viz., 8th Octo- 
ber, there is now no necessity for the services of 
the regiment. The date of 8th October has 
been fixed, as Russia has intimated that by that 
time she will be realy to restore the extramural 
line and the workshops at Shanhaikwan. 


A petition has beea filed with the Philippine 

Commission by Mr. A Burlingame Johnson on 
behalf of a New York syndicate, requesting a 
franchise for the construction of a complete 
electric street railway system for Manila ind 
suburbs, and for the installation of an electric 
lighting plant for private lighting. Should 
the franchise be granted it is promised that the 
construction work will begin at once, and that 
the entire system covering the principal streets 
of the city and outlying istricts will be -com- 
-pleted and in operation within 20 months 
‘thereafter. It isto be what is known as the 
‘ overhead trolley system.” Both first and 
second-class cars will be run, the rates of fares 
to vary for the different classes of paesengers. 
The cars ‘are to be of the most modern 
improved types used in the States.

DISTINGUISHED VISITORS, 

As it is now some considerable time sincs I 
last wrote (o you, I think I had better delay no 
]nger in doing so, although there is really 
nothing special at present to addross you about. 
Matters here have been very tame indeed, and 
the most interestiny item of uews that occura 
to me at the moment, is that in the latter part 
of July we were honoured by certain visits 
from distinguished naval ‘callers. Firat 
came {he French Admiral, ‘escorted ly a 
smart-looking. flying squadron of cruisers, 
and then followed the British Admiral 
with at least an equally good-looking lot 
of ships. Neither of these distinguished 
officers made a long stay at our little port, 
however, but having looked in casually, as it 
were, hurried on, per railway express to Seoul, 
where they were received in audience by the 
Emperor. On their return to Chemulpo they 
at cnce re-embarked on boaid their respective 
flag-ships acd proceeded on their cruise. 
Scarcely had they taken their departure when 
we were visited by the American Ad. iral, an 
officer, I believe, of Cuban renown. His 
squadron consisted of four splendid looking 
vessels, specimens of marine architecture 
in all respects worthy of the flag they 
flew. What made their visit the more 
acceptable was the fact that they made 
quite a considerable stay, remaining here for 
the Coronation festivities and winning golden 
encomiums from their. British friends by the 
courtesy of the Admiral iu allowing the 
splendid band of his flagship to supply” the 
music incidental to that celebration, It really 
seemed to us as if the gallant officer had re- 
mained for the sole purpose of paying this 
compliment to his Lritish brethren, because he 
and his ships left the port next morning. 

THE CURONATION FESTIVIT ES, 

Of the Coronation Festival itself it is now 
time to speak more particularly. It must be 
remembered that the British community of 
Chemulpo numbers at most a score including, 
perhaps, half-a dozen ladies, and this little body 
of patriotic citizsns of a great Empire merits 
the highest laudation for celebrating an avent 
of national and historic interest in a betitting 
and generous manner. To tivo of the ladies who 
undertook and carried out iu a very perfect way 
all the arrangements for the banquet, praise is 
due in an especial degree. The programme 
opened wilh a Coronation Service in the 
British Chapel, which lasted from 10 to-1l 
o'clock. Then came a reception of the whole 
forsign community and a large section of the 
native population as well at the British Con- 
_ Bulate, where the genial Vice-Consul discharged 
’ the duties of host in the most graceful and 
hospitable manner. A garden party was held 
in the Consulate grounds at 5 o'clock in the 
afternoon, when a splendid selection of music, 
beginning with the British National Anthem. 
as already mentioned, was rendered by the fine 
band of the American flagship; and then came 
the evening's banquet, when the same accom- 
plished and liberal-minded musicians again 
delight-d the senses of the resideuts with their 
ravishing strains. As Ido not wish to blame 
anybody or anything in connection with an 
occasion s0 interesting and enjoyable, I will gay 
nothing abonot tht way in which the Clerk of 
the Weather behaved. J shall only mention 
that the morning opened foggy, but was gra- 
ciously pleased to clear np fo: a short while 
later on, disclosing a fiue view of the harbonr, 
with the U. S. squadron and the solitary but 
gallant looking Japanese warship decked out 
with bunting from stem to stern and makiog a 
brave show. There tas also a considerable 
display of flags and steamers ashore and, slto- 
gether, our queer little town has seldom 
appeared to better advantage. It wasa notable 
celebration and one that will be long 
remembered here.

In support of my reqnest I submit that I, in 
common with any vther subscriber who may 
wish to discard the pony or ponies he may have 
drawn, havea right to exchange such pony or 
p-nie: for the ponies which have been dis- 
carded before they are offered for sale to 
the public. Jf there should happen to be 
more applicants than there are discarded 
ponies, or more than one applicant, then 
L thiuk that the first choice should be bal- 
loted for between such applicants and that 
the choice should be accordingly. Lut that 
a subscriber for a griffin should not be entitled 
to exchange the pony er ponies he has drawn 
for the discarded ponies, if in his opinion he 
will make a good bargain for himself, seems to 
be most unfair, since the snbscriters are the 
persons who should bs primarily considered and 
but for whom there would be no ponies at all. I 
may add for your consideration that the proposal 
{ make is by no.means a novel one but that 
the practice is allowed in Singapore and in 
Shanghai also.

Siz,—I should feel much obliged by your 
laying before the Board the following facts. 

The minutes of the proceedizrgs of the last 
general meeting issued to the shareholders by 
the Company reem to differ very materially 
from the reports given in the lucal Press. 

Those discrepancies have called forth adverse 
comments from a great number of shareholders. 
A letter which appeared in the /fonghkoug 
Telegraph newspaper on the 26th instant puts 
forth the various om ssions very clearly, and as 
these are of considerable importance they seem 
to call for-some explenation. The most im- 
portant cmission is that of a whole paragraph 
with which the Chairman ended his speech on 
the amendment, which is accurately reported 
in the Hongkong Telegraph, and which is 
distinctly remembered by those present at the 
meeting—I feel sure that the gentlemen of the 
Board will reacily admit that such an omission 
from the official minutes may have an important 
bearing on the decision of absent shareholders, 
who, under the circumstances, would be entirely 
guided by the official records.

Very probably itis 
due to too careful, though I cannot say judicious, 
editing of the notes iaken down at the time.

ALLEGED ATTEMPTED FRAUD ON 
THE HONGKONG AND 


SHANGHAI BANK.

Before Mr. F. Hazeland at the Magistracy 
on Wednesdar, the 10th inst.. Saul Levy, a 
Jew, and his twelve-year-old daughter, Moz- 
zlle Levy, were brought up on remand 
on a charge against each of being in 
unlawfol possession of forged bills on the 
Hongkong and Shanghai Banking Corporation ; 
against the first defendant there is a second 
charge of uttéring the bills, knowing them to be 
forgeries. 

‘J he cirenmstances of the case, as reported by 
nus at the time, are as fullows: Saul Levy, a 
native of Bagdad, residing at 11, Staunton 
Street, went tu the Saviugs B-nk department 
of the Bank on the 3cd ins!., and handed over,. 
for entry in his pags-book, two 85 bills and 
one- S10 bill. The shroff fook the bills, and, 
after examining them. passed one 850 note over 
to Mr. Ardron, the European in charge of the 
department, with a request that he should look 
at them. The latter pronounced the bills to be 
forceries, aud just then Sergeant J. J. Watt 
h ppened to come in on business. ‘he matter 
was expluined to him by the Bank officials, and 
he questioned Levy as to the circumstances 
under which he came into possession of the 
nofes. No explanation was given, however, 


‘and Sergeant Watt detained the suspected man 


while he got out a warrant to search bis hou-e. 
He e, in a box belonging to the girl, the 
Se: geant found thirteen 850 notes, which were 
afterwards pronounced at the Bank to be 
forgeries. ‘he man and girl were consequently 
arrested. 

Mr G. C. C. Master prosecuted on behalf 
of the Bank and Mr. J. Hastings defended. 
On the representations of the latter, the charges 
egainst the accused were heard separately, that 
against_the male defendant being taken first. 

Sergeant J.J. Watt, the first witness, gave 
cvidence as to the part he had pliyed in the 
affair. As soon as he entered the house in 


-Staunton Street with the defendant to execute 


the search warrant, the girl commenced to cry 
aud opened the box in which the thirteen 
fo: ged $50 notes were fonnd. 

Mr. Hastings—She didn't cry immediately, 
Mid she? 

Witness—Yez, as soon as I entered the house, 

S?x of. thece thirteen notes, witness continued, 
bord the same numerals as the two fifty-dollar 
notes banded in at the Fank by the defendant, 
and the other seven also showed the same 
figurer, with the addition of a numeral prefixed 
in some cases and affixed in others. 


By Mr. Hastings—Wheao witness took the 


Cefendant to the police station to obtain a 
search warrant. he asked him, through an 
Indian iuterpreter, if he had any more notes in 
his possession,. and the deferdant, after a@ 
momentary hesitation, replied. “I don't know ; 
God kuows.” He did not siy he had other 
notes at home. ; 

Wai Ying, the Savings Bank shroff, said it 
was his duty to receive and pay money over the 
counter from and to depositors. amongst whem 
was the defendant.

When 
he went. back the defendant was still there, 
aud witress aflerwards heard him say to, the

twenty minutes afterwards word: were again 
exchanged between them. but what they wore 
witness could not say. Subsequently witness 
went round to the defendant and asked him 
what he wanted, and he replied. “ I go Sassoon; 
I come back one o'ciock.” Later,.the defendant 
left the Bank with Sergeant Watt, who return- 
ed afterwards with thirtean notes, also purpor- 
{ing to have heen issued by the Hongkong and 
Shanghai Bank. ok 

By Mr. Hastings—The defendant was about 
an hour in the Bank, waiting at the same place. 
During that time no steps wee tzken to pre- 
vent him from leaving the Bank, except that he 
was being watched by the Bank's Chines 
detective. Witness was of opinion that the 
defendant did not know ha was being watched. 

Ho Wing Chun, second shroff at the Bank. 
said @ai Ying, the Savings Bank shroff. handed 
him a note of the face value of 851 which he 
examined ard passed over to Mr. Sharp, who 
looked at it and, in company with witness, went 
to Mr. Peter's desk and ga @ the note to him. 
Mr. Sharp banded tha note to Mr. Pater. 

Augustus Sharp, cashier, corroborated this 
evidence, and als» siid that when he and the 
last witness were at Mr Teter’s desk some one 
handed him ( witness) another note similar to 
the first. He handed both to Mr. Peter. 

George Charles Peter, chief accountant, said] 
he was positive that the second siroff and Mr. 
Sharp handed him a note each. The notes 
pr. duced in Conrt were forgeries. 

By Mr. Hastings—The notes were very good 
forgeries, and likely to deceive anyone withou 
technical kuowledge on the subject. The 
signatures of Mr. Jackson and Mr. Sexton were 
excellent forgeries. 

Hs Worship—Sir Thomas Jackgon. 

Mr. Hastings—Sir Thomas Jackson. I beg 
his pardon. 

Cross-examination resumed—The two points 
by which witness knew that the two notes 
handed to him were forgeries wera that 
the colour was’ lighter and -that the numerals 
were identical. . 

Mr. Hastir~s (showing wi'ness one of the 
potes)— Why does the number lead you to thiok 
that this note is a forgery ? 

-Witnezs—Becau-e both the numbers were 
the same. 

Mr. Fastings—But this one nofe—would 
{he number of it tell you it was a forgery ? 

Witness—No. 

Tn answer toancther question, witness said 
the notes were more likely to mislead anyone 
who had po knowledge of English. 

Sergeant-Major Golab said he acted as inter- 
preter when tbe defendant was first brought to 
the Central Police Station by Sergeant Watt. 
He epoke Hindustani, which the defendant 
appeared to understand, except when the last 
question was put, His answer to it was, after 


The question was disallowed. 
This concluded the case for tha prosecution, - 
and Mr. Hastings briefly addressed the Court. 

The defendant, he siid, wss chsrged under 

S-ctions 13 and J4 of Ordinan e 6 of 1865, and 

it was an essential element of the charges that 

the defendant should have known that the notes’ 

were forged. The onus of such proof lay 

with the prosecution. The case for the defence 

was this:—The defendant, a hawker, residing 

at JZ, Staunton Street, had been living 

in the Colony for about eighteen months. 
{Ho had ao family of several children, one 
[cf them the little girl who had been 
charged with the defendant and auother a 
little boy, ten years of age, who went ronnd the 
various public-bouses and sold flowers. On one 
particul:r day he weut out, as usual, at 630 in 
the evening for the purpose of selling his flowers. 
In Queen's Road he saw a lukong holding a 
Chinaman io arrest, and stepped to look. In 
the Chinaman's hand he noticed a small parcel, 
und later in the evening he returned by the 
game route and at ths identical spot saw a little 
bundle lying onthe side-walk. ‘I'he boy picked 
it up, examined it, and found that the contents 
were bank-notes. He took his find home to his 
father, who was then lying sick in bed, and 
witnesses would be called to prove that when he 
reached home the boy burst into the house 
shouting out that he had found seme bank-notes 
in the street. 

The Jittle boy in question, an intelligent-look- 
ing little fellow whose head just showed over 
the rail of the witnazs-box, was then called, 
and assured his Worship that he knew the 
pains and penalties that would bo visited upon 
little boys who told lies; they would go to jail, 
he opined. His evidence was a corroboration of 
what had been snbmitted by Mr. Hastings. 
The notes, he said, were given by his 
father to his sister Mozzelle, who put them in 
the box where they were found by the sergeant 
of police. : : 

By Mr. Master—W itness saw the notes as he 
was walking along the road. He saw about 
twenty Chinese passengers at the spot where 
he picked them up. The Inkong had the China- 
mau by the shoulder, and about fifteen to twenty 
people were following clo:e behind; witness 
waited a little to watch them, and then went 
away. He saw tke bundle in the coolie’s hand 
plainly, and conld see it was mad¢ up of notes; 
the crowd present and the lukong could seo the 
notes just as clearly. When he subsequently 
picked up the notes, he thought they might 
have been those held in the band of the China- 
man. When he gave the notes to his fatLer he 
did not tell him anything about the lukovg and 
his prisoner. His father did not couut the 
notes ; le opened the bundle and looked through 
it, acd then said there were fifteen dollar-. 

Re-exanined by Mr. Hastings—When wit- 
‘ness noticed the bundle in the hand of the 
Chi: aman, be could see the contents were notes. 
The bundle he found was smaller than the one 
the Chinaman had. : 

When his evidence was being read over, the 
witness corrected a statement that he had seen 
the lukong and the Chinaman we.lking on the 
street and then take to the pavement, where 
the notes were found ; they walked on, the street 
all the time he saw them, aud did not cross 
over to the pavement. : . 

After further evidence, the prisoner was 
commiited for trial.

THE KWANGSI TROUBLES. 


“The Shanghai Chinese are not inclined to 
believe the Kwangsi “ rebellion " at an end yet. 
A recent despatch to Shanghai from Wuchow 
reports that not long ago, in response (to an 
urgeut appeal from the Governor of Kwangsi, 
Viceroy Tao Mu sent to the aid of that 
Governor a force of some 1,500 men, telonging 
to the An brigade, or gendarmerie of Canton 
eity and suburbs, who are better armed than 
the general run of the territorial forces of the 
Two Kwang provinces. lx fore these reinforce- 
ments could get as far as Linchow they were, 
however, attacked by a body of rebels of similar 
strenyth and equally well armed, with the result 
that after several fiercely contested actions the 
Cantonese troops were finally routed and com- 
pelled to retreat with great loss to Wuochow. 
after Josivg the majority of their arr-< reserve 
‘mmunition and baggage. H.E. W::, Chin- 
chun, the new Governor of Kwangsil 
happened to be in the vicinity of Wuchow at 
this time with 5000 modern armed Hunan 
‘braves ” brought down by him from Aghwei, 
and H.E. had ordered the decimated An brigade 
to be incorporated with his army. With these 
troops the new Governor intends to march 
against the main rebel force and hold the 
vicinity of Nanning and othe: prefectures in 
that neighbourhood, after taking over the seals 
of the Kwangsi Governorship from H.£. Ting 
Chento, who is en route from Kweilin, the pro- 
vincial capital, fcr Wuchow to hand over the 
new Governor. In fhe meauwhile, acded to 
the unsittled condition of the place, Linchow 
prefecture, which is not far from Kweilin, has 
again been badly flooded, causing mu h distress 
and suffering to the iuhabilants, who are in 
consequence abandoning tLeir homes wholesale, 
so that, unless affairs mend, Linchowfu and 
vicnity are in danger of becoming a howling 
wilderness by next year. 


The Shanghai tramways concession js to be 
for 21 years, the tenderers paying a royalty of 
£150 per year per mile of double track and £100) 
per year per mile of single track. They 
propose to lay at once about 9 miles of 
double and 8&4 miles of single track. The 
overhead trolley system is to be adopted, 
and the cost of construction, including power- 
house and jlant, is estimated at £320,000. 
Single-deck cars accommodating 6 first-class 
and 40 second-class passengers ere to be used, 
with fares for a course of about 14 miles of 6 
cents first and 23 cents second-class. ‘The 
routes are not yet definitely decided, dnt 
it is proposed to lay lines to Yaugts-poo 
Creek, to the Bubbling Well, and for a cross- 
town inner loop, and: these routes are to be in 
working order within two years. It has been a 
long and laborious task to gel tramways 
authorised in Shanghai, says the N.-C. Daily 
News, but we ure certain that when they are 
here and at work they will be found to repay 
the community for all the trouble the efforts to 
introduce them havo caused.

What is believed to be another care of murder 
occurred in the Colony on the 5Sth inst. 
when a carpenter named Puno San received 
such severe injuries at the hands of other 
Chinese that he died not long afterwards. So 
far as our information goes, the regrettable 
effair was the outcome of a grudge enter- 


tained against the deceased by one of several 


men now in custody for complicity in the 
outrage. This man, it appears, a cook, had 
asked the dead carpenter fur some wood, and on 
his request being refused he went away and 
summoued to his assistance nine others, with 
whom he returned and committed the assault 
which, a8 alleged, led to the death of the car- 
penterand theinjury of acoolie who was working 
with him, and who, for no apparent reason, was 
included in the cook’s scheme of revenge. The 
police found the two men in a matshed in Caine 
Road at the place where the assault was com- 
mitted, but neither would consent to be removed 
to hospital. The necessary investigations iato 
the matter are being conducted. 

A peculiarly painful mishap took place on 
Wednisday evening in the harbour, by which 
an infant narrowly e caped drowning, Mr. 
and Mrs. C. R. Fittock, Kowloon Docks, had 
crossed over in a lJanoch about five o'clock, 
bringing with them their three-month-old baby 
boy for the purpose of having him christened 
at the Cathedral. Thochild was being carried 
by the amah. On reaching Queen's Statue 
wharf the party proceeded to disembark. In 
stepping from the launch on to the wharf stairs, 
the amuoh missed her footing and in saving 
herself she let the baby slip from her arms and 
fall into the water between the boat and the 
wharf. Fortunately the child did not strike 
against anything in his descent, but fell clear 
into the water. Mr. Fittock immediately jamped 
into the harbour to save his child, and, happily 
to relate, was ruccessfal in getting him .on dry 
ground in a few seconds. ‘I'he anxious parents 
at once boarded the lauuch again and mado all 
haste back to the Docks, everything meantime 
being done that could be done to prevent ill 
consequences to the infant. At the Docks, 
medical assistance wis instantly summoned, 
aud on the arrival of the doctors, the 
father and mother were relieved to learn. 
that their boy was little the worse for his 
adventure. It seems that the baby's light 
clothing served to keep him from sinking during 
the few moments that he was in the water.
